The roads for housing schemes in Dublin 
City are now built of a minimum width of 
16’, are two course, gravel in the bottom, 
7” thick and reinforced with steel weighing 
4.7lb. to the square yard. The. concrete is 
laid on a hed of ashes. The gas and water 
services are duplicated under the footpaths, 
bat unless the road is very wide, the sewers 
are laid under one path and cross connections 
are put in at suitable places. 

The policy is to put down concrete roads at 
least three months before the building traffic 
gets on to them in order to give them plenty 
of time to mature. Experience has shown 
that the contract figures for building are con- 
siderably reduced if it is known that the ser- 
vices and roads are already laid and in this 
way the roads are almost paid for. Concrete 
is proving very satisfactory. 
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COST OF ELECTRIC HEATING. 


In order to encourage the use in city offices 
of low temperature electric heaters ,which are 
said to be moré economical as well as more 
thorough than radiant heat sys‘crus, the City 
of London Electric Lighting Company ofters 
to supply current for the purpose at the 
reduced rate of 4d. a unit from 7 p.m. to 10 
a.m., and at 3d. a unit for the rest of the day, 

Low temperature convectors are stated by 
the company to secure better results than the 
radiant type by promoting a constant, though 
gentle, circulation of air. No part of the 
convector is allowed to reach a temperature 
of more than 200deg. F., and the warmed air 
discharged into the room is never above 95deg- 
The elestrical loading of these convectors 
necessary to maintain an internal temperature 
of 60deg. has been found to be less than half 
that required by luminous radiators In secur- 
ing the same result. The cost ts said to be 
so small that a convector may be allewed to 
work all night, and so reduce the cost of day- 
time heating. A room of 1,500 cubic ft. can 
be kept warm between 7 p.m. and 10 a.m. 
at a cost of 3gd., and investigations show 
that by this method the cost of warming 
can be kept between £2 10s. and £5 per 
annum per 1,000 cubic ft. of room contents. 
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Larne Guardians decided to instal a steam 
boiler and economiser in the laundry of the 
new district hospital at a cost of £800.

A MOTOR LORRY LICENCE, 


£15 FINE FOR WRONG USAGE. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Patrick J. Keighron, 3a Rathgar avenue, 

auctioneer and 


haulage contractor, was prosecuted by Guard 
Lew (145 A), of the Motor Patrol Unit, for 
having used a heavy motor lorry, which he 
had licensed for the haulage of agricultural 
produce, for another purpose—that of con- 
veying secondhand beams of timber, boards, 
water shootings and down pipes, which pur- 
pose, the Guard contended, was a commer- 
cial one, and not in keeping with the licence. 

The Guard stated that the vehicle was 
licensed for agricultural purposes at the 
quarter rate of £7 10s., whereas the ordinary 
commercial licence per quarter was £22 10s. 

The defendant, examined by Mr. J. J. 
Ryan, solicitor, admitted the carriage of the 
materials mentioned, but stated that he 
thought that they would be used by farmers 
for the erection of buildings, and that, there- 
fore, his licence was not contravened, 

The Justice held that the lorry was not 
being used ter an agricultural purpose, and 
convicted the defendant. He imposed a fine 
of £45, mitigated to £15.

The sane old southern road. One 
thinks it is so familiar, but I found there 
was much yet to learn about Leix by an 
admirable little handbook that I picked 
up at the Travellers’ Association Bureau 
in Lower ©’Connell street. You may find 
out a ureat deal there of the counties and 
vet a list of hotels outside the ~ Pe Phe 
list which is evtremely Jimited. 

Leix was a strongiold cf 
Branch. ana Dunamace, that great 
fortress, known in , Ptolemy's . time 
Punam. «belonged for centuries to the 
great ©’More family, ‘though Dermot 
MacMurrough and Strongbow leld it for 
a while. General Hewson of Cromwell’s 
Army battered its great. walls into fallen 
fm the creat heath, near by the 
Seven held their chariot races. 
Marvborouch got its name from Mary 
Tudor. who established a stronghold to 
curb the great O’ More family. . Borris in 
Ossory, commanded the main pass 
into Munster and Offaly, and frequent 
battles raged there. 


COUNTRY TOWNS AND THEIR HOTELS. 


There was no “ A.A.’’ hotel in the town 
where darkness and. weariness made us 
halt. but we decided to chance one. True, 
there was a pervading smell of bar as we 
went upstairs, but then we were tired. 
Avain, the table-cloths in the dining-room 
had a far from virginal freshness, and the 
vladvoli: in the vases wer: dying off 
towards the top, where a blossom or two 
held valiantly. on to life, but we were 
srateful for tea and bread and jam. Did 
not the proprietress turn on a grama- 
phone so loud that one conid hardly hear 
one’s own critical thoughts? There was 
nothing for it but to go to sleep as soon 
a. possible and hope for to-morrow. The 
uncertainly fine, but heavy 
showers fell. We had a pretty drive in 
sight of the fine Keeper Mountain and 
the mountains of Clare and Limeriek. 

With glimpses of Lough Derg below us, 
we reached Killaloe before lunch time. 
Killaloe came with the loveliness of 
surprise. I had no idea that it was such 
a lovely spot. Surely this is “the city of 
the shining waterways.’ I could not find 
that Killaloe was a town in any sense. 
It had, certainly, a-~grocer’s shop; for 1 
boucht cheese there, and a confectioner’s 
where rock cakes and soda bread could be 
I saw, besides, a svction of sheep 
shop. Killaloe, however, 
seems turn its back on one street 
and gaze upon its waterways, the weir, 
the river widening into Lough Derg, the 
bridge to the Limerick side, the river 
sliding down to O’Brien’s Bridge, which 
gleams with lights at night. 

Here at Killaloe we found the ideal 
caravanserai—a two-storied house. close to 
the bridge, up a little flight of steps and 
a path bordered by red carnations. Here 
we were lucky enough to book beds for the 
night, and very happy we were in rooms 
opening upon the garden. There were 
primrose linen mats and primrose-coloured 
china on the polished table, with red 
carnations in a bowl. Hot water, either 
for washing or for tea, was brought by a 
smiling maid whenever it could be needed. 
I'verything was clean and attractive, and 
one left saying: ‘“‘I’ll come back again 
and come here.” Our time at Killaloe 
was too short to see even one-tenth of its 
beauty and interest+not even Kincora, 
the site of Brian Boru’s old palace, and 
the interior of the -stone-roofed Celtic 
church where he worshipped. 


THE GODS OF CONCRETE AND 
kt LECTRICITY. 


The afternoon was showery, and we 
reached O’Brien’s Bridge in rain. It is, 
of course, a wonderful place;. ' wonder 
ful’’ seems the word to use at every turn 
here. It was all wonderful and orderly 
and German. A great bridge of concrete 
crossed the river. It was massive, 
solemn and terribly modern. Surely the 
vods of to-day are Concrete and 
Electricity. The river here seems dedicated 
to them; the banks are a sacrificial heap. 
Perhaps, it was the driving showers, 
perhaps the sight of a horse—more 
skeleton than live creature, which sheltered 
its bones near a hedge—perhaps, the 
flowerless, birdless wastes of scoured land 
that made one feel so unsuitable a 
depression in face of all that is so hopeful, 
so industrious, so young. 

We drove to Ardnacrusha, the sacred 
city of the concrete and electrical gods. 
Here there was a scene that has inspired 
many artists. lt was an ordered chaos; 
behind all the outward devastation one 
knew that the great scheme was worked 
out. The seeming ruin of all things had 
purpose and order. Here droves of visitors 
were conducted over rails and duckboards 
in meek crowds, to see the sights and try 
to grasp the explanations. Here rises the 
great concrete Cathedral of the Power- 
House. It is impressive, indeed. Soon it 
will be beautiful without and within—a 
temple of the unknown god, Electricity. 

Our guide staggered our imaginations 
with figures. Here in the Power-House 
or Cathedral, as I want to call it, are the 
three great generators which will produce 
up to 110,000 volts by the transformers. 
The weight of every generator is 370 tons. 
From this huge concrete Cathedral four 
loops of light and power will be flung over 
the Free State. It is awe-inspiring. I 
tried to take it in, but felt baffled by 
ignorance, only the more impressed by the 
hugeness, the talk of turbines and cranes 
and generators. We picked our way out 
of the mud. Another crowd was ready. to 
see the sights. 

One tried to suppress the ill-conditioned 
fear: ‘‘ Will this place ever be a ruin 
like so many other Irish industries? ”” 
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Destroyers from outside and from inside 
have cast down so much that was useful 
and beautiful. Will this great concrete 
Cathedral of the Shannon ever be as 
deserted and still as Clonmacnoise, the 
great power-house of religion in Ireland? 


| THE COUNTRYSIDE. 


I must own to a personal sense of keen 
relief-when we were back on a tree-shaded 
road, making tea near a little well in a 

wood. Here were great mills, ruined, 
deserted, bat dignified in their decay, by 
the sí ide. Later it was comfortable 
to be back.in lovely Killaloe—no wonder 


) Brians Boru loved Kincora, his Killaloe 


palace. 
- Here thera was still peace within sound 
of the river. Innumerable wagtails 
fluttered amony the stones; swans. flew 
overhead ; boats went about their business, 
motor boats, barges. There was a ship- 
yard near by, of extraordinary interest to 
the English visitors for its yachts. Here, 
too, was a dug-out that had been 
immersed for centuries in Lough Derg near 
Holy Island. They called it a “ Danish 
boat,” but this may be a wrung descrip- 
tion. One could not tire of Killaloe, its 
guardian hills and shining waters. 


ROADS TO AVOID. 


An urgent desire to see Holy Island in- 
volved us in a homeward course by Mount 
Shannon, Portumna and Birr. To Mount 
Shannon—well and good! The road was 
bad and the rain had set in, but we 
expected pot-holes and went slowly. A 
soft, misty rain veiled the lake. It was 
some time before we got hold of the owner 
of the motor boat. We brought him down 
on the car. Mount Shannon is a 
charming spot, even in the rain, and there 
was a sort of ‘‘comether’”’ in the misty 
air, the grey waters, the reed beds and 
the rushes and the little grey island of 
the saints with its round tower, its old 
churches, its anchorite’s cell. We felt a 
terrible need of Dr. Macalister’s company. 
Our boatman referred to him often as the 
man who could tell us all about it. It 
was in his book, the boatman said; but we 
had not his book there. A _ little, old, 
deserted holy island—how picturesque the 
funeral boats must look as they bring 
some coffin from the mainland to this 
peaceful .spot. How different is Holy 
Island from Ardnacrusha, and yet there 
is a link between them, deeper even than 
the water flowing past them. By this 
time it was 2 p.m. and raining hard. 
When four people try to change their 
stockings and eat their lunch in a car, 
with heavy rain falling around, there is 
congestion. A passing collie helped with 
the lunch, and we set off on the long 
Dublin journey. 

“ Yes,” I had. said cheerfully; “ they 
advised us to go by Portumna and Birr.’’ 

“Did they ?’’ asked the driver, and he 
said many things about them—things that 
increased in.quality and quantity as we 
bumped from hole to hole over the worst 
roads in Ireland. 

It runs through most beautiful scenery 
does the road from Mount Shannon to 
Portumna, but its surface is unspeakable. 
No beauty can quite atone for its pot- 
holes. And the road from Portumna to 
Birr! It had been so bad the year before 
that I felt that something must have been 
done about it—but no! If Birr were the 
sacred and forbidden city of Lhasa, it 
might pride itself on the difficulties that 
surround it. I have travelled over bad 
roads in Treland, but I. am sure that none 
can equal the roads to and from Birr. 

Oh! Birr, proud city of the pot-holes! 
Do you abhor motorists that you put them 
to such torments? We heard that Mount- 
mellick was no better; so we went a 
longer way to Roscrea, to strike a road 
that is so good, so soothing after the 
dreadful bumpings of the other way. So 
back we went by the familiar | road.

HOME-GROWN GRAIN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIM ER. 
Sirn,—It was with great interest that 1 
read your report of the meeting at Nenagh 
of the frish Grain-Growers’ Association. 
Much of what was said meets with my hearty 
approval. Certainly, if something is not 
done, and done soon, the arable farmer will 
be a thing of the past. The proposal that 
15% of barley should be blended with maize 
Í do not altogether agree with. It should be 
15% of barley or oats, as in some districts 
very little, or no, barley is grown. In this 
district of East Donegal practically no barley 

is —s but a very large acreage of oats. 
Iso I would like to point out that 15% 
of Irish-grown oats or barley should read 
15% of oats or barley grown in the Irish 
Free State. Otherwise what is there to stop 
oats or barley from coming over the border 

free of all duty, as at present? Many peop 


ton on oatmeal coming into the Irish 
State helped the Free State farmer. That is 
not so. The Free State farmer is not one 
penny per ton the better of this duty, as 
the millers can import as many oats as they 
require free of al duty. In fact, many of 
the oats grown in this immediate district 
are carted across the border and sold in the 
Six Counties, the price being same as 
in the Free State. I quite understand that 
this would mean a duty on barley and oats 
coming into the Free State, and, in my 
humble opinion, this should have been done 
when the SOs. per ton of duty was placed 
on oatmeal, 

I am sorry to say that in this large grain- 
growing district of East Donegal we have

Usually, I have just paid my 
fare and taken up the morning paper 
when I am confronted with a spick and 
span official, who demands to see the 
ticket I have just purchased.

The Dublin United Tramways Company 
has not been immune from criticism of 
late, and it is hard to see what is to be 
gained by this petty inquisition. It does 
not seem to be a trustworthy check on 
either the conductors or the travelling 
public. I have been on trams and ’buses 
in many other cities, both in England and 
on the Continent, and I cannot recollect 
being asked to show my ticket since the 
days of the old London horse ’buses. In 
this, as in other matters, it is time that 
the Tramway authorities brushed some of 
the cobwebs from their routine. We are 
all familiar, for instance, with the ex- 
cellent monosyllabic command to refrain 
from spitting, but where is the conductor 
with sufficient moral courage to enforce 
it?

Substitutes for Adjectives. 


A writer in an American newspaper 
draws attention to the indefinitiveness, 
for purposes of description, of adjectives 
in the English language. There are but 
three degrees of comparison to be applied 
to the thousands of objects that throng 
the world, surely an insufficient number, 
if we are to approximate closely in our 
description of things. This set me 
thinking of where I had seen a solution of 
the difficulty, and, after a while, I dug 
out the particular reference, a skit, 
entitled ‘‘A New System of English 
Grammar,” by “John Phenix,” an 
American humorous writer, who died 
about the middle of last century. “John 
Phoenix ’’’ suggested that, instead of 
the qualifying adjectives, numbers, with 
100 as the perfection point, could be 
profitably substituted. Thus, different 
shades of the same word would be more 
clearly marked. An extract from his 
article will prove illuminating:—‘‘ The 
most ordinary question asked of you is, 
“How do you do?’ To this, instead of 
replying, ‘ Pretty well,’ ‘ Very well,’ or 
* Quite well,’ or the like absurdities, you 
say, with a graceful bow, ‘ Thank you, 
I’m 52 to-day’; or, feeling poorly, * I’m 
13, I’m obliged to you,’ or ‘Im 68,’ or 
“75, or ‘873,’ as the case may be. Do 
you see how very close in this way you 
may approximate to the truth; and how 
easily your questioner will understand 
what he so anxiously wishes to arrive at— 
your exact state of health?’’

There is a Viking ship exactly modelled 
on one dug up at Gokstad, in Norway; 
there is Drake’s discovery ship, ‘‘ The 
Golden Hind,’’ built for him by Queen 
Klizabeth ; Hudson’s ‘‘ Half-Moon,’’ the 
ship in which he set out to find the North- 
West Passage. For those whose tastes lie 
in more remote times there is a model of 
the state vessel of Tutankhamen, as found 
in his tomb; and for more up-to-date 
spirits there is the fastest and most 
fortunate of all the famous clipper ships, 
“The Cutty Sark.” By means of these

The Intoxicating Liquor Commission held 
a further ‘sitting yesterday morning in the 


Royal College of Physicians, Dublin. Mr. 


John J. Horgan, solicitor (Chairman), pre- 


sided, and the other members of the Com- 
mission present were:—Sir James Craig, 
1.D.; Senator Mrs. Costello, Senator J. T. 
O'Farrell, the Very Rev. J. Flanagan, P.E. ; 
Senator R. Wilson, Mr. J. J. cElligott 
(Secretary to the Department of Finance}, 

Mr. James Henry, K.C. 
Messrs. Kennedy and McGonagle) appeared 
for the Irish Association for the FE revention 
of Intemperance. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., T.D., and Mr. 
Gearoid O'Sullivan, T.D. (instructed by Mr. 
P. F. O'Reilly) appeared for the Licensed 
Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection Associa- 
tion; Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Corrigan and Corrigan) appeared for 
the Metropole Restaurant; Mr. R. Brereton 
Barry (instructed by Messrs. Barry C. (al- 
vin and Son) appeared for the West Cork 
Bottling Company, Bandon. 

Mr. Óra Barry, for the West Cork 
Bottling Company, Bandon, said that his 
clients were distributors of liquor through- 
ont the Soath of Ireland, and they were 
anxious, for the purpose of their business 
and the convenierce of the public, that the 
system of transfer of ticences should be ex- 
tended in a particular way that would confer 
benefits on everybody. The company had 
five stores in different centres, and held 
wholesale beer dealers’ licences and spirit 
dealers’ licences. Under these licences they 
they could not sell lesser quantities than 
44 dozen bottles of porter, or two gallons of 
spirits. The consumption of liquor had 
greatly decreased owing to increased taxa- 
tion, and the result was that publicans were 
buying in gre:tly reduced quantities. Their 
application was that they sho.ld be able to 
get a beer dealers’ off-licence and spirit re- 
tailer’s off-licence to enable them to sell 
spirits and beer in lesser quantities than they 
were allowed under the Act, and that pro- 
vision be made that they could extinguish an 
“on” licence and obtain an ‘‘off’’ licence 
which would be restricted to the same licens- 
ing area. That would be a very great 
assistance in their work and an advantage to 
the public, in addition to which it would 
lead to the extinguishing of on-licences with- 
out any cost to the State. 

‘ OFF '’-LICENCES. 

Mr. Joseph Brennan, Secretary of the 
West Cork Bottling Company, gave evidence 
on th@@lines of counsel’s statement. 

The Chairman—What you \...ut is to ex- 
tend the powers under Section 62 of the 
1902 Act, so that you cen transfer and ex- 
tinguish an “on” licence and transfer it as 
an “off” licence to a premises in the same 
licensing area? Jn other words, you want 
to have power to sell smaller qu -ntities of 
liquor—a matter of a bu: arran:ement ? 

Mr. Brennan— Yes. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, 7.D.—Would that change 
not put your company in the position of ord!- 
nary publicans ?—It would. 

So that it really changes the wholesaler 
into a retail licence holder. If minimum 
quantities thav could be sold by wholesalers 
were reduced, would that meet you ?—Yes, 
so far as I see. 

Mr. Hyder, manager in Ireland of Messrs. 
W. and A. Gilbey, Ltd., was the next wit- 
ness. He said that it was evident, from the 
terms of Section 3 of the Act of 1902, that 
the off-licence was inadvertently omitted, and 
the non-inclusion of the “ off ’’-licence in this 
clause was a. hardship to those who had built 
up a business and whose leases expired, as 
it lett them at the mercy of landlords for a 
renewal of the lease. The section as it stood 
gave power to the licensing authority, in 
cases where, by reason of the expiration of a 
lease, a licence for consumption of liquor on 
the prem‘ses was extinguished or surrendered, 
to grant. a licence for suitable premises in the 
immediate vicinity of the old premises. 

TEMPERANCE CASE. 

Mr. James Henry, K.C., on behalf of the 
Society for the Prevention of Intemperance, 
said that the organisation embraced repre- 
sentatives of every denomination, including 
the two Archbishops of Armagh and the 
Archbishops of Cashel and Tuam. He 
appeared there in support of the law as laid 
down in the Licensing Act of 1924, and he 
proposed to give evidence that that Act was 
beneficial for the country as a whole, and 
that it worked well, and that there were no 
genuine grievances. The whole history of 
legislation since the reign of Charles the 
First had been towards the restriction of the 
hours in which intoxicating liquor had been 
sold. There had been no going back on 1t, 
but fresh legislation had imposed additional 
restrictions, : 

There was no demand by the public for 
the alterations that were now sought. The 
only application for alterat:on and the caly 
evidence given in favour of it wes given by 
interested persons. He suggested that the 
present arrangements in connection with St. 
Patrick’s Day should not be interfered with. 
As regarded the “** split hour.” he would give 
evidence that that arrangement had been of 
a most beneficial character, especially on 
Saturdays, when men received their wages. 
\s regarded the lunch hoar, surely the usual 
ime for lunch was from 1 o'clock to 2 or 
230. He said that the closing for the hour 
vas beneficial, and that the objections to it 
were fantastic and had no weight behind

Mrs, E. M. White, who represented the 
Irish Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
and is a member of the Irish Association 
for the Prevention of Intemperance, said 
that with regard to St. Patrick's Day, those 
she represented were in favour of the public- 
houses being closed on that day. The split 
hour had had very beneficial effects, and she 
had experience of the good it had done. A

Mr. J. T. Wigham, Hon. Secretary of the 
Irish Association for the Prevention of In- 
temperance, favoured a dry St. Patrick's 
Day, and thought that the split hour was 
very beneficial. 
Mr. Dunne, representing the Catholic 
Temperance Association, said that, as a 
trade unionist and an upholder of the eight- 
hour day, he objected to any men—grocers’ 
ussistants—working 684 hours a week, a 
greater number than the same class of em- 
ployés worked in England or Scotland. In 
those countries the licensed premises were 
closed for two hours in the day. If the 
closing hours were extended, and fixed as 
from 2 to 4 o'clock, it would be a great 
material benefit, as it would keep tempta 
tion away from working men returning to 
work after dinner. 

A new temptation had arisen in the 
betting saloons, which were generally estab- 
lished adjacent to public-houses. The closing 
of public-houses from 2 to 4 o'clock would 
lessen very much the dangers that they had 
created. 

The growth of temperance, he said, was 
mainly due -to restrictions; and if these were 
relaxed ‘intemperance would, he believed, 
increase again.

At a meeting of the Executive of the 
Irish Cattle Traders’ and Stock-Owners’ 
Association held in the City Arms Hotel, 
Dublin, last night, Mr. Matthew O’Connor 
(Chairman) presiding, it was stated -by 
Senator Counihan that complaints had 
been made that officials of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company 
had refused to accept Free State currency 
at booking offices and restaurants on the 
trains and at railway stations in England, 
and the Secretary was instructed to write 
to the railway company to ascertain the 
views of the directors on the matter. 

Senator Counihan said that several 
complaints had been made to him by 
cattle traders of the inconvenience that 
had been caused to them by the attitude 
of officials of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company in refusing to 
accept Irish currency at their booking 
offices and restaurants on the trains and 
at the railway stations. He could under- 
stand the attitude of the English shop- 
keeper in refusing Free State currency 
through ignorance, but it was difficult to 
understand the attitude of officials of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company, who knew that the Free State 
legal tender notes were payable on demand 
at the Bank of England, and that the 
Consolidated Bank notes were as good as 
those of any British bank notes. The 
credit of the Irish Free State was as good 
as that of any country in the world, a 
fact which could be proved by looking at 
the price of the Free State National Loan, 
which stood as high to-day as English War 
Loan. 


LET THE DIRECTORS KNOW. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company were very anxious to get 
the Irish cattle trade, and he was of 
opinion that they should let the directors 
of the company know that they strongly 
resented the attitude of officials of the 
company in refusing Free State currency 
and the inconvenience caused to members 
of the live-stock trade by their action. 

He did not want to say too much on 
this subject until they had found out if 
the refusal of Free State currency by 
officials of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company had the 
sanction of the directors of the company. 
and he :uggested that their Secretary (Mr. 
John P. MacAvin) be instructed to write 
and ascertain their views on the matter. 

He might tiention, he added, that he 
was in communication with the Minister 
for Finance on this subject and that the 
Minister was looking for further parti- 
culars, and wanted to know if all classes 
of Irish currency had been refused. “I 
am in communication with the members 
of the live stock trade, who have made 
complaints,’’ he said, ‘‘ and, so far as I 
can understand, they have not discrimi- 
nated between any form of our currency. 
This is a matter which concerns our trade 
very much and the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company should be the 
last people in the world to refuse our 
currency, seeing that they have canvassers 
out all over the country to try to get our 
trade, and considering the great harvest 
that they are reaping from the industry 
that we are carrying on. They should be 
more inclined to help our trade than to 
try to hamper it and put obstacles in the 
way. 

SUFFICIENT TIME. 

The Chairman. agreed with Senator 
Counihan and said that the officials of the 
company had had sufficient time to 
become alive to the value of Free State 
currency and should facilitate their cus- 
tomers in every way in regard to it. 
Mr. Mathew Bruton said that he did 
not want to be taken as holding views 
different from those of his colleagues, but 
he thought that it would be only fair to 
the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company to have some more evidence 
of what was complained of, because this 
refusal to accept Free State currency 
might not be general, but confined to a 
few individuals. 
Senator Counihan said that complaints 
had been made by several prominent 
English cattle exporters. ‘‘ Last night.” 
he said, ‘‘ on the train, we met an Irish- 
man going to Tuam fair and he told us 
he was refused on the Irish mail train 
from Holyhead to London; that they 
would not take a pound note in payment 
for his luncheon. He was not certain 
whether it was a legal tender note or a 
consolidated bank note, but, at all events, 
it was an Trish note, and it was refused 
by an official on the mail train. Every- 
body that I have spoken to has the same 
complaint about the officials of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company, and we should see what action 
we should take. As I sav, we are not 
going to do anything until we find out 
the views of the directors of the com- 
pany.”’ 
It was agreed that the secretary should 
be instructed to write to the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company 
with the object of ascertaining the views 
of the directors on the matter. 


R101 IN HIGH WIND. 


TO-DAY’S PROPOSED 
FLIGHT CANCELLED. 

To-day’s proposed flight of the R 101 has 
been cancelled, and instead the ship will 
practise landing in the strong winds which 
are expected to prevail. The airship yes- 
terday had her first real test under minor 
storm conditions. While she rode at the 
mooring tower the wind rose to about 
thirty-five miles an hour, and at times to 
forty-five, and it was decided to have a 
kind of rehearsal of storm routine. The 
stand-by watch was brought to the tower 
by special transport, and every man now 
is at his post. If the wind should reach 
gale furce, the ship will be released to ride 
out the storm. 

Though from the ground one could see 
the ship swaying slowly to and fro in the 
wind, the motion was hardly noticeable on 
board. There was no sign of apprehension 
among the officers or the crew. They went 
about their duties as if there were a dead 
calm. They regarded the higa wind as 
something which was going to enable them 
to test the ship still further.

| BERLIN, Wednesday. 

There were stormy scenes in the Prussian 
Diet this afternoon during a debate on a 
Nationalist motion of “ no confidence ” in 
the Prussian Government because of the 
dissolution of the ‘Steel Helmet”’ 
organisation in the Rhineland and West- 
phalia. 

The Prussian Minister of the Interior, 
Herr Grzesinski, was explaining the reason 
for the organisation’s dissolution, when 
two house servants deposited before him 
trays containing a varied assortment of 
arms, such as daggers, revolvers and 
knuckledusters, which had been taken from 
Nationalists at party meetings in Berlin. 


SITTING ADJOURNED. 

The sudden appearance of these caused 
a great hubbub and shrieks of laughter, 
and pandemonium reigned for so long that 
the President had to adjourn the sitting 
for ten minutes. 
On its resumption Herr Grzesinski said 
that he was shocked at the laughter which 
had greeted the sight of thesé weapons, 


with which Nationalist and Communist 
criminals believed they could carry on 
politics and with which policemen had 


been injured. They were an indication 
of how deep political morals had sunk and 
signified the incredible degradation of 
politics. } 


“ I SHALL ONLY WARN ONCE.” 
The Minister then addressed some stern 
words to enemies of the Republic.

I shall only warn once, and he 
who does not want to hear must feel. The

A NEW POST. 


A Civil Service Commission is at present 
sitting in London to consider applications 
for the new post of Aeronautical Engineer 
to the Irish Free State Army Air Corps. 
The Commission is composed of representa- 
tives of the Free State Ministry of Defence, 
including Captain Carroll, the Officer 
Commanding the Army Air Corps, and 
two experts of the British Air Ministry’s 
Aeronautical Department. 


The selection of the Aeronautical 
Engineer for the post will be made 
immediately if a suitable applicant is 
found, and the Jrish Times understands 
that he will take up his work without 
delay. 


NEED FOR THE APPOINTMENT. 
The position of an Aeronautical En- 
gineer is a very specialised one, and 
requires a deep and practical knowledge 
of the design and construction of aircraft 
and engines; for it is the business of this 
expert to certify airworthiness of acro- 
planes and the airworthiness of repairs 
carried out on machines. 
Since its inception the Free State Army 
Air Corps has been without the services 
of such an expert—services which are 
essential to the proper maintenance and 
control of an air corps, whether military 
or civil. The need, however, has now been 
recognised, and it is for the purpose of 
filling it that the present Commission has 
been appointed. 

THE SALARY, 
The commencing salary is stated to be 
£600, increasing by annual increments of 
£15 to £750 per annum. There is also an 
allowance of £100 a year or a house. This 
salary is by no means large; for an 
aeronautical engineer has to undergo a 


long period of training and study to 
qualify. 
It is further stated that all the 


applicants for this post are Englishmen. 


AN IRISH SUCCESS AT 
NEWMARKET. 


WEST WICKLOW’S 
CESAREWITCH. 

The Cesarewitch, which is the most im- 
portant long-distance handicap decided in 
England, was yesterday won at Newmarket 
by West Wicklow, who defeated thirty- 
four opponents, the biggest fieid for the 
race for fifty years, and in the process set 
up a new time “ record ” for the race.

Leahy’s wife, who died a few years ago, 
was a daughter of the late Lord Justice 
Moriarty. 
West Wicklow was bred by. Mr. J. 
Brangan, of Kells, and sold when three 
years old to Captain T. J. Wilson. the old 
Bective Rangers forward, who resides in 
County Wicklow, and for whom he won a 
race at Leopardstown in the <pring of last 
year. Although of minor importance, that 
race becamé i.emorable by reason of the 
fact that West Wicklow had to run the 
gauntlet of the unprecedented number of 
five objections, four of which were lodged 
by Mr. Leahy, the owner of the second 
horse, Tiddley Baits. Not long ofterwards 
Mr. Leahy purchased West Wicklow from 
Captain Wilson at a long figure, and the 
transaction has proved very profitable to 
him. 
Mr. Leahy is a keen rider to hounds, 
and in 1924 and 1925 had the distinction 
of winning the Ward Hunt Cup and the 
Hunt Cup on his ewn horse, 
Chancango.

The FAgyptian Garette will to-morrow 
publish the following statement made, in the 
course of an interview, by Sir Percy Loraine, 
the British High Commissioner :— 
The basis of the policy of His Majesty's 
Government towards Egypt has, | believe, 
been generally ia Fam both by British 
residents in this country and by Egyptians 
themselves. I am not so sure whether the 
practical application of that policy has been 
understood equally well. Egypt claims the 
right to manage her own affairs in her own 
way, and accepts in advance full responsi 
Lility for the discharge of that duty. Great 
Britain has for long been not merely willing 
that Egypt should accept the discharge of 
these responsibilities, but actually desirous 
that she should do so. If there is any change 
in the British attitude it is that the present 
British Government, in formulating its pro- 
posals, has gone further in the direction of 
meeting Egyptian aspirations than its pre- 
decessors: and, indeed, to the limit of the 
concessions which it feels able to recommend 
to the British Parliament for acceptance. 


BRITAIN’S AIMS. 

One point I wish to make abundantly clear. 
The only Treaty which possesses any real 
value for Great Britdin, or which offers any 
real prospects of finality and durability, 1s 
one concladed with a free Egypt and by free 
Egyptian consent. The British Government 
is not concerned with the internal compléxion 
of any Egyptian Government with which a 
Treaty may be signed. All it wishes to 
know is that the Egyptian nation is behind 
its own Government in endorsing its signature 
to a Treaty. In that way alone can the British 
Government's earnest desire be realised, of plac- 
ing Anglo-Egyptian relations on a firm and last- 
ing basis of goodwill, amity, mutual under- 
standing and co-operation. and of ensuring 
the mutual support which is the essence of an 
alliance. 

The signing of a parchment and the ratifi- 
cation of an internationa] instrument are im- 
portant events, but in these days, when 
nations deal with each other through Govern- 
ments which they themselves have chosen, 
even that is not enough.. The wil) to apply 
the Treaty must exist alongside the will to 
sign, and that will can only fructify in a 
spirit of mutual regard «and: mutval econ: 
fidence, and with a commom understanding 
of the common aims which the Treaty con- 
secrates. That is why His Maiesty’s Govern- 
ment has stated frankly and honestly where 
it stands. 

Even during my brief contact with leaders 
of Egyptian thought I have been struck by 
the accurate and vivid appreciation which 
they have of the problems which Great 
Britain and Egypt have solved, and of the 
advantages which both may derive from the 
closest understanding, and this encourages 
me greatly to believe that those leaders will 
guide wisely the people whose destinies they 
represent, whose verdict on the issue will be 
decisive.

THE INDISPENSABLE BOARD. 


In the earlier days of motoring there 


| were no instrument boards at all. and 
then one instrument, the dial of the 
speedometer, crept in; but in these lars 


the board tells the driver everything he 
wants to know, from the time of day to 
the temperature of the water in his 
radiator and the amount of fuel in his 
petrol tank. There has been a general 
grouping of the instruments, and at the 
same time there has been a similar move- 
ment towards bringing all the controls 
together at the finger tips. Starter, horn. 
ignition and throttle levers, lighting and 
dimming switches, are all to hand within 
a space of a few inches, and on some 
ears many things are automatically per- 
formed. 

For instance, the depression of the brake 
pedal automatically lights up a signal at 
the rear of the car. Turning to the right 
or left is similarly indicated to oncoming 
trafic without any effort on the part of 
the driver. Even the water in the cooling 
system may be ‘automatically regulated bi 
thermostat, quite independent of anv 
human effort. In these. circumstances it 
is not surprising that many cxisting 
motorists will be tempted to enioy the 
ownership of new cars, while the ease 
with which the modern vehic'es are con- 
trolled may bring many non-motorists 
into the ranks of owners. 


PRICES NO CHEAPER. 
There is no general reduction 
this year. Several very excellent models 
are cheapér, but the moveiment ‘is not of a 
general character, and in several cases 
prices are just a trifle above those ruling 
last vear, but in these instances far more 
is given for the extra money. Equipment 
is more complete, mechanism is equa!!v 
good, and bodywork has undergone a 
change for the better.

There are no freak cars in this year’s 
Show. All, more or less, follow conven- 
tional lines, with one outstanding excep- 
tion. ‘The latter is a light car of the 
utility type, which, in its ious form, 
has been of unorthodox design, and in its 
present shape it is even more so in some 
respects. Hitherto it had a horizontal 
engine, bat new it has the more usual 
vertical cylinders, though instead of being 
placed under the. seat it has been taken 
away and placed at the back of the car. 

ENGINE ON LUGGAGE CARRIER. 

In appearance ‘the engine looks some- 
thing like a box, of baggage on a grid ; for 
it is quite away from the car. Thus: 
instead of the engine being under the 
bonnet and the baggage on a rear grid, 
as in normal: practice, we have the 
luggage under the bonnet and the engine 
on the luggage carrier. In spite of its 
break-away from the orthodox, it looks 
quite a serviceable car, and comes from a 
firm of very high repute. 

The trend of fashion in recent years 
for cárs fo be of the enclosed type has 
madé farther progress, and the proportion 
of open touring cars grows smaller and 
smaller. Bodies which easily convert from 
encloséd to partially open are increasing 
in favour, and improved methods for open- 
ing the roofs have been devised. It is 
clear: that bodywork of this description 
fills the ‘requirements of many peoples 
and mianufacturers: are doing their best 
to ptóvide the type of body for which 
theré js the greatest call. 

EASIER STEERING. 

Opening toofs are now obtainable not 
only, upon large saloons and medium- 
sized ears; but also on quite small models, 
such as’ two-seater Coupes. The fabric- 
coveted (sa is still popular, and one 
thing: 4m-ite favour is its lightness; for 
this enables it to be mounted upon 
chassis of quite moderate size and with a 
low-tated engine without overburdening 
the frame or the engine. 

One mechanical feature of the new cars 
which will be noticed by technical and 
non-technical observers alike is the easier 
steering. All the new cars have it, and 
many of the older models have been 
altered in this respect where they did not 
incorporate it. Steering is very much 
lighter, not only when the road wheels 
are nearly straight, but also when they 
are deflected for turning, and less effort 
is required on the whole range of turning 
movement of the steering wheel. “his 
change 1hay be a concession to feminine 
demands; and it is not the only one; for 
brakes also are easier, and a greater 
amount of self-actuation is provided for, 
so that a slight effort on the part of the 
driver exerts quite a great amount of 
power on the road wheels. 

WIDE RANGE OF COLOURS. 

Colour schemes for the new cars cover 
a rather wider range than fturmerly, and 
purchasers are given more tints from which 
to make their choice. Speaking generally, 
blues and browns are in favour at the 
moment for what m:y be termed “ single 
colour” finishes, while for bodies with 
two colours contrasting tones of brown are 
quite the fashion.

NATIONAL COUNCIL 
OF WOMEN.

INFORMATION ON BIRTH 
CONTROL. 


After a heated debate, the National Council 
of...Women at its annual conference at 
Manchester, yesterday, passed by a large 
majority a resolution in favour of birth 
control information being given at maternity 
and child welfare clinics. 

Mrs. Stocks, of the National Union of 
Societies for Equal Citizenship, who moved 
the resolution, said that it was asserted that 
for certain people under certain conditions 
contraceptive birth control was a morally 
legitimate act. ‘I ask you to believe that we 
are not village Atheists nor are we scarlet 
women. . We have our own attitude towards 
the eee of human life. We do not 
regard birth control as a kind of patent 
remedy for all the evils which beset working 
mothers to-day. We are not asking for 
propaganda in favour of birth control, The 
resolution merely asks that a certain type of 
birth control«imformation should be made 
available for certain classes of people. To-day 
the birth control: movement is in full swing. 
It is a very erous movement, It is a 
very indiscriminate and destructive movement 
from many points of view. In those cases of 
people who practise a loose moral code birth 
control information is perfectly well known 
and widespread. 


RESOLUTION OPPOSED. 

Amid some uproar Mrs. Loughton 
Matthews, of St. Joan's Social and Political 
Alliance, moved the rejection of the resolu- 
tion. She said:—‘‘The doctrine of birth 
control is the doctrine of pure expediency. 
it starts at the wrong end. It is attempting 
te cure our bad social conditions by tinkering 
with results instead of attacking causes. 
“Birth control cannot be compared with 

ical science. It does not attempt to help 
nétare, but to frustrate it, There is no com- 
parison between trying to cure the mistakes of 
nature, and using a human faculty and at 
the same time frustrating its object. If you 
are going to allow married people unlimited 
ligence for self-gratification without any cor- 
responding responsibility, what can you say to 
these. unmarried people who find self-control 
d@icult, or to those whe are wedded to a 
dgeased partner, or to married people who 
at®-separated for long periods by their pro- 
fessional duties? It is certain that the re- 
cognition by the State of birth control as 
legitimate for married people will result in an 
increagé ' of” immorality among ‘unmarried 
people" 

After considerable discussion, during which 
two amendments of the resolution were nega- 
tived, the resolution was carried. 

In tbe afternoon Miss Margaret Bevan, 
ex-Lord Mayor of Liverpool, spoke on the 
report of the Royal Commission on Police 
Powers and Procedure, of which she was a 
member.

A LARGE ATTENDANCE.

The funeral of the late Earl of Meath took 
lace yesterday from Kilruddery to Delgany 
hurchyard, after Service in Christ Church, 
Bray. . There was a very large attendance, 
which included representatives of the various 
Boy Scout Associations in the Free State 
ai Northern Ireland, the Earl of Meath 
having been Commissioner for Ireland, and 
a member of the Headguarter's Council for 


the past eighteen years. 

The Apehbishop of Dublin conducted the 
Burial Service. i Bee 3 

At 1.30 p.m. the coffin containing the 
Earl’s body was taken from the upper cham- 
ber, in which it had lain for the past two 
days, and placed on a two-horse farm waggon 
in the courtyard of Kilruddery. he 
waggon was dressed in banked ferns and 
purple verdina venosa, with various memo- 
rial wreaths hung round the waggon board. 
The foot of the coffin was draped with the 
Earl’s robe of the Order of St. Patrick, 
and on the casket were laid a sheaf of 
cerise gladioli Proserpine from Lord and 
Lady Ardee, and a wreath of oxydised palm 
leaves from ''the Children of the Earl of 
Meath.”’ i ; 

The waggon was attended on either side 
by @ Grin ms of the employés of the estate, 
and was followed by Lord and Lady Ardee, 
the other members of the Brabazon family, 
and about .300 persons representative of all 
sections of society, and of various creeds. 

THE PROCESSION. 

The procession moved at a slow walking 
ace for the two miles to Christ Church, 

ray. It passed through the village of 
Newtown Vevay, where every blind was 
drawn and the shops were closed. The 
residents assembled in groups before the 
houses to watch the procession pass. 

As the funeral train turned into the 
Church road it was met by Boy Scouts, 
Rovers, and Sea Scouts, with their colours 
and pipers’ band, headed by Viscount 
Powerscourt, Frovincial Commissioner, Irish 
Free State; Lord HolmPatrick, Commis- 
sioner for Dublin; Mr. Hugh D. Fack Beres- 
ford, -Assistant Rover Commissioner; Mr.

MR. LOUW REPLIES TO 
LORD PASSFIELD. 


———_—__——_— 


On the eve of his departure for Washing- 
ton to take up the post of South African 
Minister to the United States,’ Mr. Eric 
Louw (until recently High Commissioner for 
South Africa in London) made the following 
statement to Reuter’s representative :—‘‘ Í am 
keenly looking forward to my new work, and 
I am confident that the establishment of the 
Legation at. Washington will not only en- 
hance the prestige of the Union on the other 
side of the Atlantic, but that substantial 
benefits will be derived therefrom. It 
should, however, be realised that the results 
of diplomatic representation cannot be cal- 
culated in terms of £ s. d.—which is evt- 
dently what some of the critics in South 
Africa seem to expect.” 

Questioned in regard to Lord Passfield’s 
remarks at the South African Luncheon Club 
dinner last week, Mr. Louw said that Lord 
Passfield had rather deftly evaded the real 
issue by confining his remarks to the matter 
of forms or titles. ‘‘ Reference to the notes 
of my speech will show that I did not deal 
with the ‘question of titles or designations, 
urd confined my remarks and criticisms mcre 
particularly to the matter of position, statas 
urd privileges accorded to the High Com- 
missioner. It does not always require a cer- 
tain title or designation to permit the 
British Government to accord to the High 
Commissioner certam privileges which he- to: 
day does not share with the representatives 
of other States. Lord Passfield’s main 
argument (and one whick drew applause from 
the aucience) was that the British Dominions 
are not only International units, but tha; 
they are something greater—namely, mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth, and that, 
therefore, they could not be treated as 
strangers. 


EVEN GREATER PRIVILEGES. 

Following that line of argument, my re- 
ply is that for that very reason a 
Dominion representative should ‘receive even 
greater privileges than are accorded to the 
so-called strangers, and not less, as is the 
case to-day. Finally, Lord Passfield pointed 
out that Captain Clifford in South Africa is 
termed Representative, and that for that 
reason if might be argued that the High 
Commissioner should also be called by that 
lesser title. With all due deference, I would 
reply that that is hardly a sound argument. 
In any case, I must point out that the South 
African Government is not responsible for 
the title of the British representative. 

“The Union Government would probably 
be only too willing to accord greater privi- 
leges to the British representative in South 
Africa, but it will be appreciated that he can 
hardly expect to receive any greater privi- 
leges or position than are accorded to the 


are dealt with on a basis of reciprocity. 

“I may add that my remarks on Thursday 
are indirectly as much in the interests of the 
British representative in South Africa as they 
are in the interests of the High Commissicner 
here, for, under the present arrangements, 
he will find himself in the same invidious 
position as the High Commissioner here when 
the Ministers from the United States of 
America, The Hague and Rome arrive in 
South Africa. 

“There are other issues directly and in- 
directly connected with this whole question, 
and for that reason I fee] strongly that the 
time has arrived when this question should 
be fairly and squarely faced. I may add that 
I had good reasons for complaining of the 
position and privileges accorded to high 
commissioners.”’

SALE OF WORK

The Rev. W, Popham Hosford, Superin- 
tendent for Ireland, thanked the organisers 
of the bazaar, whose work, he said, was 
much appreciated by the sailors, who brought 
us our daily bread during those horrible 
days of the war, and were doing it still, 
from every part of the world while we were 
enjoying the pleasures of home life through 
their efforts. He spoke highly of the Dublin 
Institute. ‘‘ The sailors’ beds—lI slept in one 
last might,” he said—‘‘are absolutely com- 
fortable, and you cannot get a better break- 
fast than in the Institute in Dublin.”

FOR MINERS. 


NO REDUCTION IN 
WAGES. 


BRITISH GOVE RN MENT’S 
~ PROPOSALS. i 
RE ES WS oo 


The negotiations bet ween ee British 
Government, the coal-owners and miners 
leaders reached a definite stage as the resuit 
of eonference yesterday in London, and the 
position has now te — at, when con- 
crete suggestions can ' ; 

‘Trustworth authority states that the Govern- 
ment last. night made a number of proposals 
to the miners’ officials, and indicated what 
they propose to do to give legislative effect 
to their promises. The Cabinet, it can be 
stated, has considered the whole position, and 
has unanimously decided on the broad outline 
of its policy. 

This’ is sabjudt only to working out in 
detail, and it is hoped that legislation will be 
introduced by agreement with the Miners’ 
Federation. It is not regarded as at all 
certain that agreement will be reached with 
The Sub-Committee “of the 


the owners. . ! : 
Cabinet informed the miners leaders last 


night that the owners had begged them not 
to make any attempt to reduce working hours 
owing to the economic state of the industry. 
THE WORKING DAY. 

The owners pointed to the Government 
that the industry was now slowly recovering 
and pulling jiself together, and that any legis- 
lative action to reduce the working day wouid 
have a demoralising, if not a disastrous, 
effect. The Government have, however, de- 
cided to reduce the working day by half-an- 
hour, aud this change, it 1s proposed, shall 
take effect early next year. ‘he actual date 
has vet to be fixed, and also the method of 
operating the reduction. 

‘The thaise Federation is to be asked 
to decide whether there shall be a working 
dav of seven and a half hours, plus one 
winding time, or eight hours “bank to 
bank ’’—equivalent to eight hours in ail. 
This will mean a reduction in almost ail 
districts of half an hour, but in Yorkshire, 
Notts and Derby, where there is at present 
a seven and a half hour day, there will be 
no change. 

FURTHER REDUCTION COMING. 

The pomt stressed by the Government 
is that, whatever method may be chosen, 
there will be a uniform working day throug)- 
out the British coalfields. here is to be 
no reduction in wages following the reduction 
of hours, and for pieceworkers there will be 
an actual gain, because of the compensation 
for loss of time worked. 

The Government have made it clear that 
an announcement will be made in Parlhament 
that the reduction of half an hour in the 
working hours is only a first step, and that 
a {further reduction of half an hour will be 
made as soon as possible—by the middle or 
end of neat .year, if the industry is able to 
bear it. 

MARKETING AND PRICE-FIXING. 

In regard to the proposals for selling 
agencies and price-fixing, the Government 1In- 
formed the miners’ leaders that they were 
only placed in possession of the owners’ plan 
for the co-ordination of district marketing 
schemes on Tuesday, and they were closely 
examining it. The miners’ leaders were told 
that this phase of re-organisation would be 
the subject of legislation, and that the miners 
and consumers would be represented on 4 
national joint sales agency and a quota 
agency. 

“Fhe miners have been asked to make sug- 

estions on the organisation to be set up. 
The impression conveyed yesterday was that 
the Government did not consider that the 
owners’ scheme was sufficiently wide and re- 
presentative of other interests, although the 
steps they have already taken for marketing 
and the ¢limination of competition in the 
districts are regarded as in the right 
direction. 

ROYALTIES TO BE NATIONALISED. 

The Government has definitely decided on 
the nationalisation of mining royalties, and it 
is hoped to introduce this at the beginning of 
next year; but the miners have been told 
that this is a question of public policy, and 


that public money is involved. ¢ The re- 
organisation scheme and the. arrangement for 
selling agencies, etc., is to be the subject of 
legislation operating definitely from the Ist 
January. The Government have indicated

THEGAELIC LEAGUE. 


PUBLIC MEETING IN 
DUBLIN, 


Under the auspices of the Gaelic League 
a public meeting was held last night in 
College Green, Dublin, the object of which 
was to make an ys, 3 to the young people 
to come into the League, and to take an 
active part in promotiog the spread and use 
of the Irish language in their every-day 
affairs. Mr. Michael Begley presided. 

Mr. Sean OhUadhaigh said that they were 
there to launch an active campaign on behalf 
of the language, and to re-enlist not only the 
sympathy of Dublin—which they had always 
had—but its active co-operation in the work 
of the Gaelic League. Every movement 
which had either done or attempted to do 
anything for the people of lreland during the 
last thirty years had its roots in the Gaelic 
League, and any movement in the future for 
the good of the Irish people as a whole, 
would take its inspiration from the language 
movement, of which the Gaelic League was 
at once the source and the spearhead. If 
the Irish language continues to progress in 
the next ten years as it had in the past ten 
years, the use of any language except the 
irish at a public meeting would be totally 
unnecessary. 

What was wanted was the formation of a 
Gaelic public opinion with regard to the use 
of the Irish language. He wanted the 
parents to encourage their children to feel 
that every time they spoke Irish they were 
doing what was natural, and that when they 
spoke English they were doing what was 
Siavish and degrading. In the Six Counties 
the people who spoke the Irish Jan uage were 
being penalised, but in spite of that the 
people there who had any spark of nationality 
were united jn their determination to restore 
irish as the spoken language in that area. 
lhe one hope of re-uniting the Irish nation 
lay ln the spiritual inheritance of the Gael— 
their language. 

Replying to a question as to the unem- 
ployed, Mr, O hUadhaigh said that if the 
programme of the Gaelic League—a pro- 
yramme of national self-respect—preferring to 
employ an Irishman rather than a foreigner. 
buying Irish goods and keeping control of 
Irish industry, were carried out, there would 
not be the number of unemployed that there 
were to-day. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach said that they were 
all in agreement as to the progress of the 
language. There were a: good many schools 
in which the work was not going ahead as 


of the teachers; for nobody had done so much 
for the language as they had done, although 
the Government gave them very little credit 
for it. The Government started off fairly 
well, but, as far as he could see, the tide was 
ebbing, and big posts and promotions, even 
in the Education Office, were given to persons 
who knew no Irish, and had no respect for 
the language some years ago. 

Mr. D. O’Brien, Secretary of the Gaelic 
League, said that they’ badly wanted workers, 
and he appealed to the young people to come 
in and support the movement; to help to un- 
a tir re og cohaeirck, to pút the 
rish in its rightful plac ‘ 
ha g place, and put the Eng

SERMON.

THE SERMON. 

The sermon was preached by the Bishop of 
Tuam, who- took as his text the words: 
‘“Solomon built a house: what manner of 
house will ye build Me?” He said that it 
was one of the open secrets of Freemasonry 
that some of its symbolism was connected 
with the great work of Solomon. Proceeding 
to trace the history of the Temple, and the 
introduction into the building by Hiram of 
the two wonderful pillars, called Jachin and 
Boaz, set at either side of the porch or en- 
trance, Dr. Harden said that the Temple, 
though beautiful, was not destined to last for 
ever. It was to be replaced by a spiritual 
temple. 

The indwelling of God in the heart of 
man made the Spiritual Temple by 
some mystical means, but in truth 
it was intensely; practical. The work of 
building that Temple each of them had to 
do—to make it perfect in its parts and 
honourable to its builders. Each of them was 
a stone in the Temple—a part of the fabric 
of society, not only in their own immediate 
environment, but in their country and 
in the world. That was the idea that was 
inculcated in their Order. They had there 
the foundation upon which Masonry rested— 
the practice of social and moral virtues. All 
Masons would acknowledge that as the aim, 
whether or not they could join in worship 
in a Christian church. Obedience to the 
will of God was recognised not only by 
Masons working under the Irish Constitu- 
tion, but by. all those brethren with whom 
they were in communion. 

THE CHRISTIAN IDEA. 

We meet here, said Dr. Harden, not only 
as Masons, but as Christian Masons, whose 
idea is the building and fashioning of lives 
from the Christian standpoint. Our Masenry 
is essentially religious. In the ancient 
charges we have under the title, “ Concern- 
ing God and Religion,”’ the admonition that 
a Freemason is to obey the moral law, and 
not be a stupid Athiest or an _ irreligious 
libertine. This, he said, is a Service orga 
nised by Masons, it is held in a Christian 
church, and in accordance with the forms of 
the Church of Leland. 

Masonry, he continued, should be a help to, 
but not a substitute for, Christianity, and the 
fact that they were Masons ought to make 
them better Christians. Masonry required 
them to believe in God, but did not ask them 
how they might choose to worship Him. 
They were more than Theists. Theism was 
Christian, so let them not forget*that above 
their Masonry was something which ought to 
mean even more for them as Christians. It 
was their faith in Christ and all that it 
involved in this world and the next. 

When I say that our Christian faith means 
more for us, my meaning, he went on, is 
this: Should there ever be a choice to be 
made between Christianity—I do not see why 
there should be—or any possibility of it ever 
happening, there is no doubt that the choice 
would be made for Christ as our supreme 
Head. I cannot say more, and as a Christian 
minister say less, That is the first founda- 
tion of religion. 

Continuing, Dr. 


Harden said that the 
second point was charity, which meant 
nothing more than love. In the family, where 
there was much love, that love extended out- 
side the family circle. Freemasonry was a 
brotherhood in which brotherly love not only 
prevailed, but from which it extended to 
those outside in the world. They, therefore, 
manifested good-will and brotherliness to 
all whom they met. They were sometimes 
accused of only helping members of the 
true. They naturally helped their, poorer 
brethren and those in distressed circum- 
stances; but their benevolence extended 
beyond their members of the Order—it was 
universal, 

As Masons, they sought to carry out their 
teachings in practice, and the more they did 
it the sooner would those who differed from 
them come to realise how groundless were 
their suspicions. Not only should the Masters, 
but every member of the craft, try to be 
worthy citizens, by obedience to the laws of 
the State, by which they were protected. 
Such were the two foundations of their build- 
ing, the first-named being more important, 
because the other sprang from it. Was it not 
true that love without religion was tragic? 
What would love and friends benefit them 
if it all ended in a green mound in the 
churchvard ? 

Finally Dr. Harden appealed for support 
for the three Masonic ais. - 

The offerings realised a considerable sum. 
The Service concluded with the Benediction 
and the singing of ‘‘ God Save the King.”’ 


THE CATTLE TRADE. 


CO-OPERATION WITH 
ENGLISH DEALERS, 


At the meeting of the Executive of the 
Irish Cattle Traders’ and Stock Owners’

Jt is an important one—namely, the obscurity 
surrounding the collapse of the Hatry com- 
panies. ‘the further postponement of the 
settlement in the shares affected was very 
disappointing to operators, and the fact that, 
as yet, no date has been decided for this 
clearing up operation has induced a belief 
that, the position, so far as ascertained, is 
worse than was thought at first. Still, it is

have to be suffered mainly by Stock Exchange 
firms and some of the banks. Apart from 
this business, the outlook is quite satisfac- 
iorv. Apprehension regarding the future of

Rank rate will not be unduly prolonged, for 
the higher figure has proved to be thoroughly 
effective in checking gold withdrawals and 
in turning the exchanges in our favour, In 


the case of America, dearer money here has

figure, thus accelerating the re-transfer of 
funds from New York to London, an opera-. 
tion that sent the sterling dollar rate to

Safety First Stocks. 


Brokers report of late an unusual amount 
of buying of small lots of purely investment 
securities, such as 5 per cent: War Loan. 
This is not surprising, for it would be use- 
less to deny that recent events in the 
financial world have shaken public confidence. 
Apart from that, investors who are buying 
the best fixed interest-bearing stocks at a 
time when prices have been lowered by the 
advent of dearer money are acting very 
wisely. There is little chance of any loss of 
capital, even on paper. While a reasonable 
income is assured, a return to more normal 
monetary conditions would mean an appre- 
ciation in the holding. 


Investment Trusts. 


Reference was made recently to the decline 
in investment trust stocks, the result mainly 
of dearer money, but, perhaps, also in part 
of a mistaken idea that such institutions 
have been affected by the Hatry collapse. 
Investors are perfectly aware that there is a 
distinction between those undertakings which 
do not use any profits from the realisation 
of securities for dividend purposes and those 
which are really finance companies, and 
largely depend for their revenue upon profit- 
able deals’ in ‘shares, acquiring investments 
not simply for the income yield, but with a 
view to their realisation at a higher price, 
The future will probably show that the recent 
fall in the securities of investment trusts 1s 
not justified. It may be useful, therefore, to 
give a selection showing current prices and 
the yields afforded on the. basis of the last 
annual dividend :—

As far as can be 
seen, there is no reason why the interest 
should not be duly met. The company, 
which is controlled by the Gaumont British 
Picture Corporation, was formed to acquire 
a controlling interest in 56 freehold and 
leasehold picture and variety theatres.

DIFFICULT DAYS IN THE CITY. 

Market operators who are only interested 
academically jn purely investment securities 
are expressing somewhat gloomy views just 
now. It is felt that there will be no initiative 
io operate at all speculatively until the 
Hatry mess has been cleared up, and the 
latest indications ave that this will take much 
longer than originally expected, by which is 
meant the position as affecting the Stock 
Exchange. te regard to this matter the Com- 
mittee of the house has thought it advisable 
io repudiate the suggestion that action will 
be taken by the Committee to relieve parties 
of their obligations in respect of certain 
transactions in shares, the settlement of 
which has been postponed. It would be in- 
teresting to know who ventilated such an jm- 
pression, and certainly the suggestion must 
have been made in complete ignorance of the 
powers of the Stock Exchange Committee, 
quite apart from questions of legal liability. 
The gloomy feeling mentioned above was 
encouraged by a resumption of liquidation 
vesterday in various directions, giving a dull 
tone to markets as a whole. It would seem 
that, because of the effect upon confidence of 
recent events, there is very little likelihood 
of a resumption of speculative activity until 
the Hatry business and various other matters 
have heen forgotten. In the present tempera- 
ment of markets there is no inducement to 
anvbody to operate in the manner indicated, 
go that for some time to come it is probable 
that. business will largely concentrate upon 
Investment stocks. 


INVERESK PAPER. 

Earlier in the year Inveresk Paper Ordinary 
thares touched 3g. There has since been 
business at lik, and, as previously men- 
tioned, this severe fall has caused consider- 
ible uneasiness among holders. On the sur- 
lace the drop in the price cannot be ex- 
plained, for on the last occasion the com- 
pany paid a dividend of 25 per cent., and 
for the current year repeated the previous 
interim payment of 124 per cent., which was 
made on a larger capital. Despite this and 
the recent. issue of a reassuring statement, the 
shares have been persistently sold, although 
more lately a recovery has taken place, the 
present quotation being about 1]. Infor- 
mation that is available in the City suggests 
that this recovery in the price may not he 
maintained, and that the rally from the worst 
provides an opportunity for those interested 
to limit the amount of their loss. 


LONDON-IRISH TRUST. 

Mr. Martin Coles Harman (the Chairman), 
et the meeting in London yesterday, said that 
one or two shareholders had asked what 
realised capital profits the company had made 
during the period. The answer was that 
they had realised some profits and some 
losses, and on balance there was this year a 
realised capital loss of about £4,000. He 
had also been asked to explain the con- 
tingent liabilities for guarantees, amounting 
to £62,500. In the first place, they had 
given a guarantee amounting to £12,500 to 
a bank, secured by a first mortgage on a 
freehold property. In the second place, a 
commercial company in which they were 
shareholders, and which was earning satisfac- 
tory profits which showed an upward ten- 
dency, asked them to give their bankers a 
guarantee of £50,000. nowing the strength 
of that company’s position, the directors had 
no hesitation in doing this. Both these 
guarantees were’ adequately remunerated in 
the opinion of the directors; they involved 
only a nominal risk, and were good business 
for the Trust. He was happy to be able to 
inform the shareholders that not only had 
the Trust not invested a penny in what was 
known as the Hatry group of companies, but 
they had not lent a penny thereon, so that, 
although they could not hope altogether to 
escape all the indirect consequences of these 
recent’ happenings, they had, nevertheless, 
the satisfaction of knowing that they were 
completely free from any direct loss arising 
therefrom.

MEDICINAL DEVELOPMENT 
POSSIBILITIES, 


THE KELP INDUSTRY. 
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“ Our Wild Plants and their Possibilities ” 
was the title of an interestin paper read 
by Mr. George ©. Hewson,’ M.P.S.1.. of 
Ballina, at the annual meeting in Dublin of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, at 
which Mr. F. J. Fitzpatrick, P.C., President 
of the Society, presided. 

Mr. Hewson, in the course of his address, 
said that the supremely beautiful colourings 
in the illumination of ancient Irish manu- 
scripts and articles of apparel proved con- 
elusively that their forebears were rich in 
knowledge pertaining to vegetable dyes. 
Possibly a reason why the Irish flora is now 
a reduced British one might be explained by 
the destruction of Irish forests to facilitate 
military operations, and by the fact that 
later, in more peaceful times, an enormous 
amount of timber was consumed in the 
smelting of iron, and many herbs, not having 
the favourable conditions which plantations 
offered, had now disappeared. Until a native 
Government subsidised the Pharmaceutical 
Society and encouraged scientifis research the 
Irish flora would remain in oblivion. 

Mr. Hewson proceeded to refer to a number 
of Irish plants utilised for their medicinal 
qualities. Speaking of marine flora, he said 
that the kelp industry was undoubtedly cap- 
able of considerable expansion. During the 
present season kelp to the value of £5,000 
was shipped from two villages in the vicinity 
of Ballina. Tí developed upon an up-to-date 
scale, the kelp industry would mean much to 
dwellers on the Connaught coast. 

PLANT ECONOMICS. 

Carrigeen moss was very plentiful, and 
a cod.liver oil emulsion prepared with it gave 
a better therapeutic result than one emulsified 
with other agents. Here again was another 
field for research. Plant economics was a 
hopelessly neglected industry in Ireland, and, 
with a few exceptions, outside sources sup- 
plied medicinal and pharmaceutical needs. 
The collecting, drying, and marketing through 
chemists of Irish medicinal herbs might in 
time supplant many imported nostrums. One 
might dismiss for the present, and for many 
years to come, the ideal of an Irish Pharma- 
copia, but he expressed the hope that some 
thing really substantial might be done by a 
native Government for pharmaceutical re- 
search. With the Society's own laboratories 
it-would be possible to do magnificent work 
for humanity, and, after all, that was the 
chief mission of the Pharmaceutical Society. 
(Applause. * 

Mr. T. J. Smith (Dublin) said that it was 
rather a forlorn hope that the kelp industry 
in Ireland would ever become economic. The 
Chili nitrate producers had a monopoly in 
iodine production, ir 


SUGGESTED HERB FARM. 


Mr. M. V. Sargent (Dublin) said that, in' 


addition to the large number of wild plants 
which Mr. Hewson had told them of, there 
were many useful medicinal plants which 
might be cultivated in this country. He 
suggested that the Pharmaceutical Society 
might use some of its surplus funds to estab- 
lish an experimental herb farm, and that 
the Society should also start a herbarium, 
which would include the native flora, as 
well as the official medicinal plants. 

Mr. A. A. Brunker (managing director, 
Messrs. Boilean and Boyd, Ltd., wholesale 
druggists, Dublin, said that as regards herbs 
in general use his firm still worked up large 
quantities of dandelion, broom, hemlock and 
marshmallow, which they had no trouble in 
collecting in the neighbourhood of Dublin. 
As regards the cultivation of medicinal 


herbs, during the European war the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture of the British Govern- 
ment took this up, and their inspectors 
rather overdid their promises of great finan- 
cial results, and many smail growers were 
bitterly disappointed in not being able to get 
fancy prices for small quantities of herbs 
very imperfectly prepared. One lady 
brought his firm up about 14 ozs. of digitalis 
leaves from County Cork, and was greatly 
disappointed when told that her hoard was 
worth less than ls. 

As regards kelp burning, there might. be 
a future for this for its manurial value, but 
be could see no prospect of making iodine 
extraction pay in Ireland. 

The Vice-President (Mr. D. J. Nugent, 
Dublin), in proposing .a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Hewson, said that when the time came 
the Society would spend some of their 
£7,000 capital in laboratories. When the 
Pharmacy Bill got through, and they settled 
down to work, it was one of the matters 
they would deal with. 

Sir Thomas Robinson (Dublin), seconding, 
said he could assure Mr. Hewson and those 
other members interested in this work that 
the Council, as far as he knew i; at present, 
was very keenly interested, and a..ything 
the Council could do in meeting their wishes 
would -ertainly be done.

REMARKABLE ALLEGATIONS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE -MEREDITH. 
The oe of the action b t y 
Messrs. A. Morgan and Son, Lid., Little 
Green street, Dublin, against the Dublin and 
District Wholesale Fruit Buyers’ Associa- 
tion, Ltd., 116 Grafton street, Dublin, defen- 
dants, was resumed. . The plaintiffs seek an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from, 
as alleged, inducing persons not to enter into 
contracts with plaintiffs for the sale of fruit 
and vegetables to them, or inducing persons 
engaged in the fruit and vegetable trade to 
break their contracts with the plaintiffs; also 
a declaration that they were entitled to mem- 
bership in the defendants” Association. 

The defendants deny that they induced 
persons not to enter into contracts with the 
plaintiffs, or induced persons to break their 
contracts with them; and also deny that 
James Morgan, jun., applied for membership 
of the Association. 

Mr. Lyneh, K.C., Mr. Rite, K.C., and Mr, 
W. I. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr. Dockrell, R.C. Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. J. H. Russell (in- 
structed by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co.) 
for defendants. 

MEMBERSHIP REFUSED. 

Mr. Gerard Morgan, a member ef the plain- 
tiff firm, was examined by Mr. Lynch, and 
said that in the year 1923 he applied in the 
firm’s name for membership of the Defendant 
Association, but the application was turned 
down. In the year 1924 he approached a 
member of the Association and asked him if 
he would buy fruit for him, but he replied 
that he could not do so, as he was not 
allowed. In December of 1927 the witness 
asked another member of the Association. to 
buy fruit. This gentleman did so for about a 
month, but he then said that he could not 
continue buying for the Morgans, as the 
Association would not let him. In the year 
1926 the witness bought 250 cases of tomatoes 
from the Crumlin Tomate Company, and sold 
them the next day; but when he went to the 
Crumlin factory for a further supply of 
tomatoes .a member of the firm said that he 
was sorry that he could not let him have 
them, as the other fruit merchants had re- 
fused to buy any more tomatoes if Morgans 
got them. 

The witness also told of an incident which 
he said happened in 1928. When he sold a 
quantity of oranges to a woman, a member 
of the defendants’ Association, for £20 10s., 
the woman left a deposit of £8 on the fruit, 
but did not take delivery, On the next 
evening the woman returned and requested 
the return of her deposit, saying that she 
had been approached by a member of the 
Association, who told her that if she bought 
any stuff from the Morgans she would be 
lable to a fine. The witness returned the 
deposit, and the woman said that in future, 
if she wanted any stuff. from him, she would 
have to use another name. She subsequently 
bought fruit from him in an assumed name. 
In March of 1928 the witness, accom- 
panied by his manager, entered the Cor- 
poration Fruit Market and asked a membér 
of the Association if he would sell 
him some oranges which were exposed for 
sale. The man replied, ‘‘ They are all 
sold.’’ He also refused, when requested, to 
buy oranges for the witness. ‘The witness 
also said that on one occasion a member of 
the Association, in declining to sell fruit to 
him or buy for him, gave as his reason that 
the Association had decided at one of its 
meetings that “ nobody was to sell to or 
buy from the Morgans.”’ 


THE FORMATION OF THE ASSOCIATION 
In cross-examination by Mr. Dockrell, the 
witness answered some questions about the 
retail and wholesale dealings of his firm, and 
said that from 1923 to 1927 they got their 
supplies of fruit principally from Liverpool. 

Mr. Dockrell—You knew in 1923 that this 
Association had been formed’?—I knew that 
there was an Association. 

You knew it was formed for the purpose 
of buying from Connolly, Shaw and Com- 
pany. who were shipping direct!—I did not 
know the purpose. : i 

Replying further regarding his knowledge 
as to why the Association was formed, he 
said—I knew the Association was formed to 
put us out of Dublin, a 

Mr. Dockrell—And that is your opinion at 
the present day ’—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Do not you mean 
that there was an association carrying on, 
and as soon as you came to invade they came 
together to protect themselves, from their 
puint of view, and, from your point of view, 
to shut you out? 

Witness—I always believed that the Asso- 
ciation was formed with the idea of putting 
us out of Dublin altogether. 

In further cross-examination he said that 
it was correct that he had sworn in án 
affidavit that one of the objects of the Asso- 
ciation was to keep up prices, and that it was 
formed at the suggestion of a firm that was 
bringing fruit into Dublin. 

Two young men in the employment of the 
plaintiffs gave evidence of failure to purchase 
oranges from a wholesale dealer in the 
market. They were told by the dealer, they 
said, that the oranges had been already sold. 

It was mentioned by counsel that, after 
the statement to the two witnesses that the 
oranges had been already sold, other sales 
were seen to take place. 

WHOLESALE TRADERS’ EXPERIENCES. 

John Alexander, a wholesale fruit dealer, 
but not a member of the Association, stated 
that” he had no difficulty in carrymg out 
transactions with any wholesaler. here 
would not be any difficulty in selling to 
Morgans. The witness had on a few ucca- 
sions purchased direct from Connolly, Shaw 
and Company. ; 

Patrick “Jenkinson, examined by Mr. 
Vincent Rice, said that he was á waolesale 
dealer and a member of the. Association. 
After he became a member he tried to have 
dealings with the Morgans. He bought 
oranges from Connolly, Shaw and Co. for 
Mr. Morgan. 3 

Mr. Rice—Did the Association interfere ‘— 
No; L do not think they did. 

Did you stop buying from the Morgans “— 
No, but as far as | remember they stopped 
buying from me. 

Pressed as to whether or not he would deal 
with the Morgans, the witness said—*‘ If 
there was sufficient profit to keep me for the 
remainder of my lite.” He added -that he 
would not risk dealing with them in a small 
way. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Why ? 

Witness—I would probably 
from the Association. 

Counsel was allowed by the judge to treat 
the witness as hostile, and, in reply to ques- 
tions in cross-examination, the witness said 
that after the last general meeting of the 
Association he first made up his mind not to 
deal with the Morgans. He could not re- 
member from whom he made inquiries in that 
matter. 

Mr. Rice—Were you told it was decided at 
the general meeting net to have any further 
dealings witli Morgans ’—No; I was not told 
anything about Morgans after the general 
meeting. He further said that ne neard that 
cne member of the Association, Mr. King, 
was fined £25 for dealing with Morgans 

“WOULD NOT SUIT.” = 

Miss Sarah Regan, who carries on business 
in the Fruit Market and is a member of the 
Association, said that she never bought from 
or sold to Morgans. 

Mr. Lynch—Why? 

Witness—It would not suit me. 

Mrs. Flynn, a sister of the previous wit- 
vess, and also in the fruit trade, was 
examined by Mr. Lynch, and gave evidence 
as to a transaction with Morgans in March, 
1928, when she “w %® Jaffa oranges from 
Morgans for £20 10s. and paid £8 as a 
deposit. When she went back the next day 
she got back the £8, and did not take the 
oranges. 

Questioned as to why she got the money 
returned, she. said that the price of 
oranges had gone down, and -she “had 
bought them “ too dear’’ from Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Lynch—Was that your last transac- 
tion with Morgan? 

Witness—No,. [ bought 
them. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dockrell, the. wit- 
ness said that the only reason that she re- 
quested her £8 deposit. back was bec uise 
the price of oranges had fallen- since tue 
time she left her order wit: the on 
firm. She denied having sail anything to 
Gerard Morgan about her being liable to 
a fine if she con.inued trading with his firm. 

THE SALE OF TOMATOES. 

Harold O'Mara, owner of the Crumlin 
tomato industry, was next examined. He 
referred to an occasion on which he sup- 
plied the plaintiff firm with 250 boxes of 
tomatoes to sell on commission. As a re- 
sult of a conversation which he had with 
a member of the Association in the market, 
he telephoned to the plaintiff firm to say 
that he could not give them any more toma- 
toes,to sell on commission. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Are you a member 
of this Association ?—No, my lord. 
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through a window of the | 
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Other .witnesses having been _ examined, 


Mr. Dockrell asked for a direction on the 
main ground that the combination of traders 
in the defendant Association was for the 
purpose of protecting their own interests, 
and not for the purpose of injuring the 


| Morgans. 


Mr. Lynch, replying, said that the de- 
fendants’ case was that of an English 
shipping magnate combining with the de- 
fendants’ Association to keep out of the 
Dublin fruit market this Irish importer from 
Belfast. It had been given in evidence 
that any person, whether in the fruit trade 
or out of it, could buy fruit in the Dublin 
market except the Morgans. What in- 
ference could be drawn from that? Could it 
be said that this was a perfectly innocuous 
Association in no way actuated by spite 
against the Morgans, or that it was an 
Association entirely devoid of any motive 
except that of advancing legitimately the in- 
terests of its members? 

At this stage the further hearing was ad- 
journed, aud will be resumed on the first 
available day, when the question as to 
whether or not the defendants are entitled to 
a direction will be argued.

STEWARDS’ APPEAL, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 


FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was begun of an application, by 
way of appeal against an-order of Mr. Justice 
Meredith, dated the 16th of May last, in 
favour of the plaintiff, in an action brought 
by Mr. John T. Rogers, horse trainer, of 
Crotanstown, Curragh, Co. Kildare, against 
Messrs. Charles Moore and Peter Fitagerald 
and Major Evelyn Shirley, Stewards of the 
Turf Club. 

The action had been brought for a de- 
claration (1) that a certain order made about 
the 30th of June, 1928, by the defendants, 
urporting to-act as Stewards of the Turf 
lub, by which the plaintiff was fined £0, 
was ultra vires and void; (2) a declaration 
that under the rules and orders of the Turf 
Club the defendants at the date of the order 
had no power to fine a trainer in respect of 
any omission to return a horse in the return 
to be made by a trainer pursuant to Rule 25 
of the rules and orders of the. Turf Club; 
(3) a declaration that at the date of the 
order the defendants had no power to inflict 
any penalty upon or make any charge to a 
trainer in respect of the omission to return any 
horse in a return to be made pursuant to 
Kule 25 of the rules and orders of the Turf 
Club, other than the annual charge of four 
guineas, and a further charge of one guinea 
to the Club by Rule 28 of the rules and 
orders of the Turf Club; (4) a declaration 
that the defendants had no power to inflict 
any fine or impose any penalty upon a 
trainer in respect of the omission to return 
any horse in the return to be made by him 
pursuant to Rule 25; and (5) a declaration 
that the defendants became, and were, trus- 
tees of the plaintiff for the sum of £50 re- 
cived by them as such Stewards to the plain- 
tiff's use, and wrongfully retained by them on 
foot of the alleged fine. 

Mr. Justice Meredith made an order de- 
claring that the order of the Turf Club was 
ultra vires and void, and that the defendants 
were trustees of the plaintiff for the £60 re- 
ceived by them to the plaintiff's use, 

The appellants’ (defendants) now applied 
to have Mr. Justice Meredith's order set 
aside in its entirety. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and 
Mr. R. Brereton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs. O'Keeffe and Lytich) appeared for 
the appellants; and Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr, 
Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. J. J. Walsh (in: 
structed by Messrs. George Fottrell and 
Sons) for the respondent. 

In his opening address, which had not 
concluded when the Court adjourned until 
to-day, Mr. Jellett stated that there were 
forty. horses on the respondént’s list, and 
that he had omitted to return four of them.

DAIRYMAN’S APPEAL, 

The hearing was resumed of the applica 
tion, by way of appeal, on behalf of the 
defendant, in the case of Sir Marmaduke 
Somerville Coghill, of 5 Porthill terrace, 
Hertford, against Patrick Martin, datryman, 
101 Botanic avenue, Glasnevin, Dublin, for 
an order. setting aside the judgment of Mr.
